REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Board of Acworth: 


The enrolment in the schools of Acworth during the 
past year was 123. There were 307 cases of tardiness, much 
more than customarily found in the schools; partially ex- 
plained by the distances covered by small children. We 
hope that with the present year the number of tardinesses 
will greatly diminish owing to greater cooperation of the 
parents. ‘Tardiness is a habit that easily develops and be- 
comes fixed in later life. If more parents knew that busi- 
ness firms, in writing to the superintendent of schools con- 
cerning the habits of children who apply for positions, al- 
most invariably ask for the record of the children in re- 
gards to punctuality, they would impress to a greater de- 
gree on the children the need for habits of punctuality. 


Ten children were neither absent nor tardy during the 
year. 


One hundred seventy-one visits of inspection were 
’ made by the superintendent during the year, and twenty- 
four other trips were made to Acworth on school business. 
Members of the school board visited the schools fifteen 
times, and citizens to the number of 96 attended the ses- 
sions. 

The per cent of attendance was ninety. 

The town of Acworth is forced to maintain a greater 
number of schools than would ordinarily be needed, owing 


to the contour of the country. We wish to express our ap- 
preciation of the management that has kept transportation 
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costs to the figure in the financial report. The rural teach- 
er situation has become so , acute that teachers with ‘little 
training are able to secure good wages, and the struggle to 
maintain a proper balanced budget between teaching ex- 
pense and transportation costs is one that taxes to the 
utmost the superintendent and schoolboard. 


The idea that state aid increased the pay of teachers is 
not tenable. State aid made it possible to get teachers at 
all. With the call to business houses so much more profit- 
able than to schools, teachers left unless paid comparable 
wages. It was exceedingly fortunate that state aid was se- 
cured at the time when it did come. otherwise Acworth and 
most rural communities would have been taxed into bank- 
ruptcy to provide adequate teachers, if the community still 
desired to keep its schools going at the former standards 
or to improve. 


With the cessation of demands for workers in business 
it would seem that rural teachers would again be available. 
But asa matter of fact it seems that the women are holding 
their positions and the men losing theirs. Besides, many 
girls will not return to rural teaching as long as. there is 
the least hope of securing work elsewhere. It is the duty 
of all of us to inspire more girls with the idea of personal 
service towards the coming generation, educationally, 


Acworth received state aid to the amount of $2711.06. 


The superintendent desires to express fully his pleas- 
ure at the cooperation constantly shown him by the school 
board during the year. The following recommendations 
are made by him for the coming year. 

1. The completion of the remodeling of the South 
Acworth school, to make it a place in harmony with the 
center of the town, and pleasing to the eye of tourists. 

2. The completion of the remodeling of the Acworth 
Center school in conformity with prior school board vote, as 
in above.

3. Continuance of the plans to equip at least one 
school with modern, sanitary furniture and desks, follow- 
ing the lead of the last year’s board. 


4. Derry Hill needs a jacketed stove. So also does 
Grout Hill. It is recommended that these two schools be 
equipped with them this year, when the market is exceed- 
ingly low. 

5. The repainting of County School. This school 
house is seen by countless tourists, is located at a most fa- 
_ vorable spot, and may be made a beauty spot for Acworth, 
with the planned cooperation of the children. 


6. The placing of standardized tests and measure- 
ments, of school work in the schools, replacing the personal 
judgment of school board or superintendent, and the rating 
of teachers on the results accomplished, as is being done in 
the Union. 

7. The establishing of a “drive” for greater enroll- 
ment in high schools after the eight years of elementary 
schools have been completed. 

8. Definite cooperation with the Red Cross for im- 
proving child welfare. Too many eye, ear and throat di- 
seases are discovered in the Acworth schools. 


9. Requesting aid from the Woman’s Club or other 
societies for the follow-up work or health and child welfare. 


10. The painting of East Acworth School. 


11. Continuance of the plan of equipping completely 
one school with good blackboards, maps, etc. 


12. The installation of a chemical toilet at the Center 
school.
